+, At present Hongkong inports from 


| Australia no less than 1,007,839 piculs 


of flour annually, of a total value of 
almost five million dollars, Manila 
imports considerably more than this 
amount annually frum Australia. 


_ Pointing out some of the advantages 
to be gained by milling the wheat here 
rather than in Australia Mr. Watkins 
sald yesterday to a Press. re- 


presentative that severnl sites were, 


already under consideration for the 
erection of the mill and ench was 
favourably placed from the: point of 
view of unloading: the wheat from 
ships and for forwarding it-in the 
form of flour.

“WOMAN'S DEATH — 
‘VERDICT OF SUICIDE 
AT INQUEST — 


An Inquiry into the death of a 
woman, named Wong Luk, aged 30, 
who wis found. hanging in on oun- 
numbered hut at Shek Kip Met vil- 
Jage on June 10, was conducted by 
Mr, Q. A, A. Macfadyen, sitting ns] 
Coroner, at the Kowloon) Magis- 
trncy yesterday afternoon, : 

The Jury empanelied to assist the 
Coroner ‘comprised Messrs. 3B. H. 


‘Nyhoff (Foreman), W. L. Butt, Jnr, 
rand L. E. Rosario, : 


Detective-Sergeant J. M. Forrest 
was in charge of ‘the (Inquiry, 

Dr. G. H. Henry, Medical OMcer.in 
charge of the Kowloon Public Mor- 
tuary, deposed that he conducted a 
post mortem examination on the 
body of a female aged about 30 at 
9 am, on June Ik; The body was 
identified as that of Wong Luk b. 
Lau Chuen and Li Shek-lui in the 
presence of Sergeant Forrest. The 
cause of death was asphyxiation due 
to hanging. Death had’ taken place 
about the previous day. There 
were no other signs of violence. 
Deceased had been suffering from 
pneumonin, r 2 

Replying to .the Coroner, witness 
said that pneumonin . might cause 
persons to have delirium and men- 
{al_derangement. 

The discovery of the tragedy was 
then related by Li Shek-lui, mother- 
in-law of deceased, aged’ 60. She 
stated that she resided at an un- 
numbered hut at Shek Kip Mei with 
her husband, her son, her daughter- 
in-law, and their flve months old 
child. Thelr rolation with cach 
other was good, 

Before decensed died, she had 
been. rather short-tempered and this 
Decensed also tools 
ttle food, nnd appeared — irritated. 
On the morning: of June 10, deceased 
had Ieft the hut to go to Tsimsha- 
tsul, and had returned about 6 p.m. 
After thelr evening meal, witness's 
son went out ond the rest of the 
houschold retired.
